The taw adopted by the last legislature In 
regard to boards of health requires that a 
thorough sanitary inspection of towns, vil­ 
lages, boroughs and cities shall be made in 
May of each year by the Health officer, and a 
written report 
thereof 
eubmitted 
at the 
next 
meeting 
of the 
board 
of 
health. 
Any person violating any arder or regu­ 
lation of the board of health is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and liable to a fine not exceed­ 
ing $160, or imprisonment not exceeding throe 
months. 
The board can order the owner or 
occupant to remove any nuisance, filth or 
cause of sickness found on .any private prop­ 
erty, under penalty of $50 flue. 
The board al­ 
so has full power to assign certain places for 
the exercise of trades or employments which 
are nuisances, or deleterious to health or at­ 
tended by noisome or injurious odors. 
The 
board also is given control of contagious or in­ 
fectious diseases among cattle, horses and 
other domestic animals. 
For this purpose 
a sanitary survey of all stables and sur­ 
roundings is necessary.

inspection 
has already been begun 
by many health 
officers 
throughout 
the 
state. 
For 
their instruction, the state board of health 
has just issued a circular setting forth the 
fact* above stated, and quoting important ex­ 
cerpts from the laws. 
A model diagram is 
given for use in making and recording a san­ 
itary survey of a farm, lot or hlork. 
A per­ 
manent record is to be kept as follows: 
The 
first page to contain tho number of the plat 
and a brief description with the dare and san­ 
itary result* of inspection; the second page to 
contain a diagram of the lot, block or grounds, 
showing houses, with number of adults and 
children, wells, water or earth closets, privies, 
cisterns, cesspools and drains, garbage heaps, 
burns, with number of horses, shed", with 
number of cattle, manure heaps, pig pens, 
nhnk walks, brick, stone or concrete walks, 
water mains, sewers, swamps or wet grounds, 
flowing and stagnant water, tiles and direction 
of surface drainage. 


THE UTILITY OF SANITARY PLATS. 
These plats are to be filed for fntnre use. 
In case of an outbreak of disease in any looali- 
, tv, the health officer can at a glance note it* 
sanitary condition, relation to other districts, 
(emulation, character and other essential data, 
and can lay his (liana for its control promptly 
and with confidence. 
It is not essential that 
the whole of a village, town or city be platted 
at once, as advised, but unless it is done there 
will l>e no available record of sanitary needs 
and work convenient, and there will l»e in­ 
creased liability to forget or neglect until too 
late to prevent disease —which is the end of a 
local health board 
For kuowlf-dgc of sanitary 
condition is the ra<*t important of tile factors 
of disease prevention. 
The most important 
points to be looked after in Die sanitary survey 
are the following: 
Til© number, construction, condition and 
location of all privies and cesspools; tho loca­ 
tion and character of all other collections of 
refuse, animal or vegetable matter, fluid or 
solid; the location ami construction of wells, 
cisterns and other sources of water supply for 
domestic use; the source of the water, aud in 
case of disease or suspicion of the quality of 
the water, its examination. 
All springs, wells 
and streams should be studied with reference 
to the first two points mentioned; the construc­ 
tion and efficiency of all drains, sewers, or 
other apparatus or methods of disposing of 
slops or all sorts; the condition of lots. streets 
and alleys as respect* drainage and cleanliness; 
the local ion of all trades or employment* lia­ 
ble to “be dangerous to the public health, or 
a nuisance; or attended by noisome or offen­ 
sive odors, or otherwise injurious to the es­ 
tates of the inhabitants:” the care of domestic 
animals, and of barns, sheds or liens occupied 
bv them, as affecting public health, or their own 
liability to infectious or contagious diseases; 
Is* particular as to inspection of stock yards; the 
public disposal of night soil, carbage, manure, 
offal or other refuse v*^geu hie or animal mat 
tar; stagnant pool©, swamp} or marshy land 
adjacent to residences and lut>*« to Affect, in­ 
juriously the public health; til* conditivia, 
Suably and quantity, ©• public water supplier; 
ie condition and suffi -.ercy of the public s«*w- 
erevttem ; the sanitary condition or buildings 
used for public assemblies, particularly school 
hones© and place* of amusement; sanitary 
condition of botels, common bearding house# 
and tenement houses,ho*pita!.- and poorhouses, 
jail* and lockups, railway station houses, liv­ 
ery stable© and stock yards.

Dr. Fordyce Barker, one of the con­ 
sulting physicians, still adheres to the 
cancer theory. 
But it is in the teeth 
of other medical opinion and is refuted 
by the fact that Gen. Grant is recover­ 
ing rapidly. 
It is not a feature of 
cancer that as soon as doctoring 
ceases convalescence begins. 
The learned doctors who hacked 
and tortured poor Garneld to get oak 
of the front or his body a bullet which 
had buried in his back and released 
itself, kept persisting that the lead 
had in some mysterious manner found 
its way from his groin, where their 
wonderful skill had mislocated It. 
“Throw physic to the dogs!” wa# 
the exclamation of Macbeth, rrobably 
if all the physic the cancer-credulous

The Misused H of England. 
There seems no room for doubting 
that the h disease had it3 origin in 
London. W'alker speaks of it asspecial- 
ly prevalent in London in his day, and 
even now it is more common in the 
pure cockney dialect (the most bate­ 
ful form of the English language in 
existence) than anywhere in England. 
Moreover, its 
prevalence in other 
places than London is greater or less 
accordingly as such places are nearer 
or father from the metropolis. 
We 
find no trace of it in Cornwall or 
Wales; 
very little in Cumberland, 
Northumberland, and Yorkshire. 
In 
the midland counties it is less com­ 
mon than in the southern. 
It is at its 
maximum in the heart of London. 
In 
this respect it is like the v-and-w ma­ 
lady, which, even at its height (it has 
now nearly died out), was never so 
badly felt in the provinces as in the 
metropolis; though of course, like all 
metropolitan defects, 
it spread in 
greater or less degrees over the whole 
country. 
This being the case, we are justified 
in assuming that the disease had al 
first that form which is characteristic 
of the faults of language found at great 
centers of population, and especially 
in the chief city of the nation, 
lf you 
wish to hear French clipped and slurr­ 
ed you should go to Paris, and German 
suffers like treatment in Vienna and 
Berlin. 
It is the same with English 
in London. 
In a great and busy city, 
men shorten their words and sentences 
as much as possible, being assured 
that what they say will be understood, 
because all speaa the same language 
and adopt the same convenient abbre- 
•viations. 
Thus, just as in Paris ceile 
femme becomes c'te fin e, and Voila ce 
que c'est becomes V ia c’ ’q c’ est. so in 
London City Bank become, (Tty S’ofc, 
halfpenny is abridged first to ha'penny 
and then to hapny or 'apny. 
Omnibus 
is shortened into 'bus; everyone in it 
addresses the conductor as 'ductor; the 
conductor shortens the cry of all right 
into ry, announces the threepenny fare 
as thHpns, and so forth. 
In fact, it 
may be laid down as a general pro­ 
position that, although a language be­ 
comes modified in provincial places 
and in colonies, it is only in busy cities, 
and chiefly in capital cities, that a 
language fs modiried by clipping and 
slurring.—May Atlantic. 


Many Shipwrecks in the China Sea. 


The loss of the fine Boston ship 
Grecian by stranding in the China sea 
calls attention to the remarkable fatali­ 
ty which has 
attended voyages in 
those waters for tho last two or three 
years. Twenty vessels have been total­ 
ly lost on voyages to or from ports in 
the China sea during the past thirty 
months, in which American owners 
and underwriters bad an interest— 
namely: Ships Florida, Ramer, Chocor- 
na Adam M. Simpson, Matchless, G. 
C. Trufant, Levi C. Wade, Alert, and 
Grecian; barks Jonathan Bourne, Ram­ 
bler, Betty Wendt, Georgic Calcutta, 
Fusileer, Annie Burr, David, CaradAo, 
Minnie Allen, and steamship Jolani. 
Of these vessels fifteen were owned 
wholly or in part in Boston. 
Three 
were burned, threo abandoned in a 
sinking condition, one foundered, one 
missing, one condemned at a port of 
distress, and eleven stranded. 
The 
aggregate value of these vessels, with 
the cargo and freights, will probably 
exceed $2,000,000. 
This record does 
not include foreign ships loaded for 
foreign account. 
There haw also 
been numberless losses in these waters 
which have cost owners and under­ 
writers enormous amounts, but which 
have not been total. 
No one branch 
of the world’s commerce shows such a 
record of disaster as this in proportion 
to the number of vessels engaged in it 
W hether the late earthquakes have 
been more extended in their effects 
than is known, or whether the level of 
the bottom is slowly rising, is left to 
scientists to determine, but it is cer­ 
tain that disasters by striking on reefs 
not laid down on the charts are very 
much more frequent than they were 
previous to the last three years, if cap­ 
tains’ protests csp he tru s ty .— Boston

Sunday night, after retir­ 
ing to bed in company with another 
young girl. 
Miss Glam* got up 
and went down stairs for a drink, 
clad for the first time in her wed­ 
ding night dress, which also was 
to prove her shroud. 
To her aunt 
she shook the loose folds of the 
garment, and said with mock cheer­ 
fulness, “Don’t I look Uke a ghast!” 
and immediately returned to her 
bed. 
But a few minutes later Mrs. 
Clarno 
became 
conscious 
that 
■omething was wrong by hearing 
the bed shake in the room above, 
and on going up stairs found the 
girl in a spasm, her eyes set and 
turned in her head, her limbs rigid 
and death apparently near. 
Mr. 
McFarland being called^ immedi­ 
ately went for a physician, but 
when this was spoken of the un­ 
fortunate girl was heard say with 
difficulty, “ No, no,” and without 
any change or relief she died at 2 
o’clock Monday morning, before 
the arrival of Dr. Henderson and 
the return of McFarland. 
A small 
vial of aconite, which was found 
covered up on the stand, revealed 
the probable cause of death to the 
poor ghostly victim who was haunt­ 
ed to death through fear of ex­ 
posure and conviction, nr the dread 
of putdic trial for a crime of which 
she stood accused.

Some Facts About Pneumonia. 


The lungs are covered on the outside 
by a membrane that secretes a thin 
, fluid, which prevents a hurtful friction 
of the longs and chest against each 
oilier. 
Inflammation of this membrane 
is pleurisy, The bronchial tulles of the 
lungs are lined with a membrane that 
secretes a somewhat thicker fluid, by 
which these tulles are kept moist. 
Its 
inflammation is bronchitis. 
The air 
cells of the lungs have no such mem­ 
brane; pneumonia is an inflammation of 
the adjoining lung substance. 
In pneumonia a fluid exudes into the 
air cella from the congested blood-ves­ 
sels, and solidifies there, thus prevent­ 
ing all access of air to them. 
This in­ 
flammation is at first generally confined 
to a single point, whence it extends 
through % single lobe. 
From this it 
may extend successfully to other lobes, 
or even to the other lung. 
It will *>e 
remembered that the right lung has 
three lobes, and the left two. 
Hence 
arate pneumonia is called lobar pneu­ 
monia. 
Pneumonia may be primary or secon­ 
dary. 
It 
is secondary when due to 
some other diesase, as measles, typhoid 
fever, scarlatina, acute rheumatism, pu­ 
erperal fever, gangrene of the mouth 
(in children), scurvy, Bright’s disease, 
bronchitis, etc. 
Primary, acute, or lobar pneumonia 
is sudden in its onset, and is generally 
ushered in with a chill, followed soon 
with a pain, sometimes severe, at or 
near the nipple. 
Usually, but not a1- j 
w ays, there is a cough, with little expec- 
toration at first, but which at length be- I 
comes adhesive and red, like iron rust. 
The appearance of this colored expeeto- 
ration folly settles the character of the 
disease. 
There is, of oourse, fever, 
with increasing frequency and difficulty 
of breathing. 
A sudden rise in tem- ; 
jierature later shows that the disease 
has extended to another lobe. 
In the vigorous the disease tends to 
spontaneous 
recovery. 
In children, 
the old, the debilitated generally, it is j 
more dangerous. 
Still, 
a man of 
eighty-two recovered from a second at­ 
tack, during which all portions of both 
lungs were successively invaded. 
A 
case is records in which the person 
had fifteen attacks in eleven years. 
Another had twenty-eight attacks! 
The disease hi s three stages; the 
first, that of congestion and inflamma­ 
tion of the lung substance, and of ex­ 
udation of fluid into the air cells; sec- j 
end, that of solidification; the third, 
the liquefaction and absorption of this 
solid matter in favorable cases, of its j 
suppuration in unfavorable.—Youth’s 
Companion.

‘He is past help,’ said the 
doctor; ‘the best I can do for him is ic 
take care of his brain, which is still 
alive, and I will give him some sedative, 
that his closing moments may be as ea­ 
sy as jiossible.* That sedative w as to lie 
administered at certain intervals, and 
Mr. Hingston being very tired asked 
mo if I would sit up with Artemus 
Ward and give him his doses every two 
hours or so.

succeeded by a railway journey the next 
day, the waste of vitality is fearfully 
rapid. 
Five years of such a life finished j 
poor Charles Browne. 
He died in Lon­ 
don in 1867, aged thirty-three years, 
and he now lies buried at the home of 
his childhood, in Maine. 
“He was not a deep drinker. 
He 
was not a man of strong appetites. 
It 
was the nights wasted in conviviality 
which his system needed for sleep, that 
sent him to his grave forty years before 
his time. 
For men of his profession 
and character, for all editors, literary 
men and artists, there is only one safe­ 
ty—tee-totalism. 
He should have tak­ 
en the ailrice of the stage driver, to 
whom ha offered some whiskey; and I 
commend it strongly to the countless 
hosts who see this paper every week; 
‘I don’t drink—I won’t drink! 
And I 
don’t like to see anybody else drink. 
I’m of the opinion of those mountains 
—keep your top cool! 
They’ve 
got 
snow, and I’ve got brains-that’s 
the difference.’ ”

Cholera is relying to some extent on 
the fact that people do not keep their 
“modern conveniences” clean. W hen­ 
ever there are “modern conveniences" 
there is more or less nastiness. There is 
scarcely any creature more filthy than a 
human being. 
A human being, if not 
allowed to be nasty and slovenly, gets 
sick at heart and its health declines as 
surely, though not so rapidly, as if it 
had taken the cholera. 
A singular 
production called “the : 
sorrowful tree” grows on the island of 
Goa, near Bombay. 
It is so called be­ 
cause it blooms only in the night. 
At 
sunset no flowers are to be seen, but 
half an hour later the tree is full of 
them 
They yield a sweet odor, but 
when 
the sun begins to shine nj>on 
them they either fall off or closo up, 
and thus it continues flowering in the 
night during the whole year. 


The completion of the Mackay-Ben- 
nett cable makes the total length of 
submarine cable, according to the Elec­ 
trician, about 
sixty eight thousand 
miles. 
Each cable contains an average 
of forty strands of wire, so that alto­ 
gether there are over two and a half 
million miles of wire used in their con­ 
struction, or ten times the distance 
from the earth to the moon. 
Flax culture has so far diminished 
in Ireland that but little more than one- 
third the number of acres is now under 
cultivation that was cultivated twenty 
years ago.

A jirivate in an English infantry reg­ 
iment receives 25 cents a day; a lancer 
corporal, 31 cents; corporal, 41 cents;

cents; color sergeant, 72 cents, and 
quartermaster sergeant, 
$1. 
These 
rates are subject to the follow ing de­ 
ductions, viz.: 
One cent a day for

After these deductions, 
then, the pay of a linesman is IT cents 
aday, but, as he has to proride his own 
underclothing, a further deduction of 
two cents daily is made, thus reducing 
his actual pay to 15 cents. 
The pay of 
the privates in the famous Coldstream 
Guards averages only abont IO j>er cent. 
in advance of these rates, with equal 
deductions for messing and washing.

Correspondence of the Troy Budget 
The orange tree is hardy and lives for 
many years. 
One still healthy, some­ 
where in the Orient, is said to be over 
2,000 years old. 
Frost does not kill 
the trees only the fruit. 
Trees com­ 
mence to bear much more plentifully 
each year until 3,000 or more oranges 
are raised on a single tree in a single 
year. 
When first picked the oranges 
are put on racks to remain there until 
the moisture is dried from the skin. 
Each orange, before being boxed, is 
wrapped in a piece of jiajier, the wrap­ 
per acting as an absorbent of moisture 
and keeping the moist skins of the or­ 
anges from coming in contact with each 
other. 
Many jieople who goto Florida 
see oranges on the trees that line many of 
the streets in the largest places, as well 
as unpicked trees in groves. 
Hence 
they infer that oranges are so cheap as 
not to lie worth the picking and boxing 
to sell. That’s a mistake. The oranges so 
seen are bitter and sour oranges and not 
such as are sold. 
They are left for use 
when wanted for orangeadt or punch, 
as well as for ornament Jto the grounds 
Boys don't “go for” bitter or sour 
oranges, hence they are allowed to re­ 
main on the trees. 
In its original state 
the orange was probably bitter or sour, 
and the delicious flavor of the sweet 
orange came in by cultivation. 
It is a 
common sight to see the ripe orange, 
the green orange and masses of orange 
flowers all on the tree at the same time. 
The ripe orange will remain on the 
tree for a year or more without picking, 
and many leave* a few oranges on the 
trees to ta? picked as wanted. 
The or­ 
ange, by remaining unpicked, becomes 
more dry and stringy, but when the 
next year’s fruit begins to lie perfected 
the old orange Alls up again with new 
juices and becomes nearly sui good as 
the new fruit

I have 
seen a small eel swallow a still smaller 
eel, head first, the tail half of the swal­ 
lowed firah projecting from the mouth 
of tho swallower, and moving for some 
hours. 
The 
swallowing thenceforth 
proceeded very slowly, eridentallv ac­ 
cording to the rate of digestion of th© 
part that hail reached the stomach, as 
some days elapsed before the tail of the 
swallowed fish disappeared. 
To show 
the month capacity of some fishes take 
two John Dory* of equal size; oj>en the 
mouth of one to its full cajiacity, and it 
will lie found large enough to take in 
the whole of the second fish.—The 
Gentleman’s Magazine.

The eyes of all the world have been 
directed to the case of Gen. Grant. It 
will very seriously impair public con­ 
fidence in medical science and skill. 
At 4;he same time it will encourage 
afflicted people not to abandon hope 
of life because the most learned doc­ 
tors pronounce their malady incurable* 
When their doctors give them up 
they need not give up themselves. 
* 
That is the moral of Gen. Grant’s 
case. 
It encourages the sick and 
suffering to hope for recovery from 
their disease, however sad the croak- 
ings of their medical advisers, provid­ 
ed they have the constitution to re­ 
cover rrom their doctors and the good 
fortune to escape "heroic treatment.” 
I>r. Fordyce Barker, one of the con­ 
sulting physicians, still adheres to the 
cancer theory. 
But it is in the teeth 
of other medical opinion and is refuted 
by the fact that Gen. Grant is recover­ 
ing rapidly. 
It is not a feature of 
cancer that as soon as doctoring 
ceases convalescence begins. 
The learned doctors who hacked 
and tortured poor Garfield to get out 
of the front oi his body a bullet which 
had buried m his back and released 
itself, kept persisting that the lead 
had in some mysterious manner found 
its way from his groin, where their 
wonderful skill had misloeated It. 
“Throw physic to the dogs!” wi* 
the exclamation of Macbeth. Frobably 
If all the physic the cancer-credulous 
doctors gave to Gen. Grant had been 
thrown to the dogs and all their heroic 
treatment had been practised on cats 
the distinguished patient would before 
now have been driving in the Park 
and indulging in the luxury of a 
Rein a Victoria. 
The whole of this prolonged case is 
anything but creditable to medical 
science. 
We cannot forget that at a 
consultation Gen. Grant barely escap­ 
ed by his physical weakness from a 
painful and terrible surgical operation 
for cancer, which would have left him 
speechless fur the rest of his life, and 
it is now acknowledged by some o! 
theso same experts that his is not a 
case of cancer at all. 
However, if our confidence in the 
doctors has been impaired, our fear of 
cancer has also been shaken. 
It is 
not within the power of the physicians 
to tell us how many cases of so-called 
cancer have been heroically treated to 
death, which, had they been as pub­ 
licly watched as this, might have turn­ 
ed out to be simple cases of ulcerated 
throat.—New York World.

Com m issioner Sparks E xplains the Scope 
of the Late Order Suspending- F in al A c­ 
tion on Land E n tries. 
Washington Special:—The order issued b j 
the commissioner of the general land office, 
dated April 3, declaring that final action upon I 
all entries of the public land, except private 
cash entries and such scrip locations as are not 
dependent upon settlement and cultivation, 
nhonld hereafter be Ruspended in Colorado, Da­ 
kota, Idaho, Utah, Washington Territory, New 
Mexico, Montana, Wvoming, Nevada and a 
small part of Kansas, Nebraska and Minnesota, 
and also declaring that fiual action should be 
suspended upon all timber entries throughout 
the country, has caused great controversy in 
the territories named and decided opposition 
from the agents and attorneys at Washington 
and elsewhere, who are engaged in the busi­ 
ness 
of 
securing 
patents for claimants. 
It is claimed 
that the 
order in ques 
tion 
is 
paralyzing land business in all 
parts of the country and doing great injury to 
settlers who wish to prove np on their claims 
so that they can borrow money to go on with 
the improvement of their lands. Commissioner 
Sparks said recently, when saked for his 
opinion upon this point: 
That order was intended to cover what I term 
infested districts. 
I have written a number of 
letters to people who are complaining about it, 
and I want it thoroughly understood that there 
is no disposition on my part to do honest set­ 
tlers an injury. 
It is only the knaves and 
thieves that I "am after. 
I have dozens of let­ 
ters from persons living in these districts who 
approve of tho order. 
They say that in many 
regions not one entry in fifry is Dona fide; that 
it is a business practice to do false swearing to 
get a title to land. 
Timl>er entries are almost 
uniformly fraudulent 
Now it is to catch theso 
people that I have said that we should sus­ 
pend final action on claims. This whole office, 
including the assistant commissioner, the law 
clerk and the various chiefs, are in harmony as 
to the necessity and wisdom of that order. We 
talked it all over aud thought of various means 
to be employed for the end desired. 
One was 
to close the local land offices; but in that event 
settlers arriving in the district would find 
themselves unable to locate. 
That plan would 
not work. 
Then it was suggested that we 
close the land office here, but that would be 
obviously {inadvisable. 
So there was nothing 
for me to do except to say that I would not ask 
the secretary of the interior nor the president 
to approve and sign patents when l believed 
that fully one-half of them were fraudlent. 
la 
this way 1 believe I have saved the public 
domain, 
FULLY A MILLION ACKR8 
of land since April 3. 
The charge lias been 
made that the order was political and geograph­ 
ical in its character, that the south was ex­ 
cepted. 
Th**re are but foar states in the south 
where the United States has land offices—Flor­ 
ida, Alal>ania, Louisiana and Arkansas 
T*xas 
owns her own lands. 
I fancy there is some 
fraud in Florida 
In due time I will reach that. 
It cannot be said that the south is excepted be- 
causc Secretary Lamar is a southern man. The 
south was excepted because the bulk of fraud is 
not in the South. 
There is five tunes as much 
terriitory in the North that is not racluded in 
the. order. 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, nearly 
all of Minnesota, Nebraska a u d Kansas are not 
included, and in two of these states—Michigan 
and Wisconsin—I know there is fraud that we 
ought to look after. 
It was not the intention to 
prostrate the land business all over the country. 
Nothing of the kind has Ix*en done 
What we 
are really after is topreveut the public domain 
from going into the hands of ranchmen and 
speculators. 
The bona fide settler can l«orrow 
just as much money on his certificate of entry 
or his duplicate papers as he can njM>u the pat­ 
e n t 
All tho first class loan and trust com 
panics of the East desire to know is that the 
rxirrower should 1*5 a bona fide settler and that 
he will be entitled to a patent 
It is the knave 
wbo w ants his patent rushed through in twen* v- 
four hours. 
You will find that to-day in Illi­ 
nois forty out of every one hundred entrymen 
have never gotton their patents. 
They he here 
in this office, and the settlers were satisfied to 
have flirnply the duplicates. 
Rut yon will find 
that theLouisma backbone patents were taken 
out of this office promptly, jo st as you will find 
patents have been taken in all cases where 
there is fraud. 


ENCOURAGING TH E SKTTI.RBS. 
When I am satisfied that there is good faith 
on the part o f the settler, there will be no dif­ 
ficulty in his getting a patent 
I shall satisfy 
myself by means of special agents and detec­ 
tives whom I can thoroughly trust and upon 
thern I shall put such checks and counter de­ 
tection as win make it als»olutely certain that 
no false swearing or fraud can secure a pat- 
tent. 
I see that the fight is Ix*un upon me 
from the land office lawyers here and 
all 
over the west, and that tho newspapers large­ 
ly interested in the whole subject of land 
office business have opened fire upon me; 
but I have determined to stand by the order. 
M eanw hile, bona fide settlers all over the west 
| pick out their land, file their entries upon it, 
and go on with their Improvement*. 
The land 
is th e irs just as much during the five years 
w hich the law requires them to stay upou it as 
it ev er can be, and if they are wo: thy people 
th e re will be no difficulty in their l*orrow ing if 
they need to do so. 
1 cannot ace that, in order 
to relieve these people of some anxiety, I 
sh o u ld allow thieves and rascals to take mil­ 
lions of the public domain by false swearing.

The Misused H of England. 
There seems no room for doubting 
that the h disease had it3 origin in 
London. Walker speaks of it as special­ 
ly prevaleut in London in his day, and 
even now it is more common In the 
pure cockney dialect (the most hate­ 
ful form of the English language in 
existence) than anywhere in England. 
Moreover, its 
prevalence in other 
places than London is greater or less 
accordingly as such places are nearer 
or father from the metropolis. 
We 
tind no trace of it in Cornwall or 
Wales; very little in Cumberland, 
Northumberland, and Yorkshire. 
In 
the midland counties it is less com­ 
mon than in the southern. 
It is at its 
maximum in the heart of London. 
In 
this respect it is like the v-and-w ma­ 
lady, which, even at its height (it has 
now nearly died out), was never so 
badly felt in the provinces as in tne 
metropolis; though of course, like all 
metropolitan defects, 
it spread in 
greater or less degrees over the whole 
country. 
This being the case, we are justified 
in assuming that the disease had at 
first that form which is characteristic 
of the faults of language found at great 
centers of population, and especially 
in the chief city of the nation. 
If you 
wish to hear French clipped and slurr­ 
ed you should go to Paris, and German 
suffers like treatment in Vienna and 
Berlin. 
It is the same with English 
in London. 
In a great and busy city, 
men shorten their words and sentences 
as much as possible, being assured 
that what they say will be understood, 
because all speak the same language 
and adopt the same convenient abbre­ 
viations. Thus, just as in Paris cette 
femme becomes c'te f me, and Voxla ce 
que e'est becomes V'la c’ 'q c’ est. so in 
London City Bank become, (Tty B'ak, 
halfpenny is abridged first to ha'penny 
and then to hapny or 'apny. 
Omntbuft 
is shortened into 'bus; everyone in it 
addresses the conductor as 'ductor; the 
conductor shortens the cry of all right 
into ry, announces the threepenny fare 
as thripns, and so forth. 
In fact, it 
may be laid down as a general pro­ 
position that, although a language be­ 
comes modified in provincial places 
and In colonies, it Is only in busy cities, 
and chief! v in capital cities, that a 
language fs modified by clipping and 
slurring.—May Atlantic.

The state of the negotiations between England 
and Russia is still enveloped in complete mys­ 
tery. 
The oue thing certain is that Russia to­ 
tally refuses to ratify th© frontier line agreed 
on between her envoy aud the English govern­ 
ment. 
Lord Granville and Mr. Gladstone ex­ 
pressly denv the report that Russia objects to 
English officers for fortifying Herat, or de­ 
mands the neutralization 
of 
Afghanistan. 
They admit that fresh difficulties have arisen 
respecting arbitration 
and tho 
arbitrator. 
England is understood to object to the king of 
Denmark, while Russia insists upon having 
him. 
Nor have they succeeded in framing an 
agreement defining the limits of arbitration. 
Mr Gladstone said that arbitration must in­ 
clude acts for which the respective govern­ 
ments were responsible. 
This can only mean 
a new effort to induce Russia to submit to 
Komoroff's conduct to inquiry.

Sunday night, after retir­ 
ing to bed in company with another 
young girl. 
Miss Glarno got up 
and went down stairs for a drink, 
clad for the first time in her wed­ 
ding night dress, which also was 
to prove her shroud. 
To her aunt 
she shook the loose folds of the 
garment, and said with mock cheer­ 
fulness, “Don’t I look like a ghest?” 
and immediately returned to her 
bed. 
But a few minutes later Mrs. 
Clarno 
became 
conscious 
that 
■omething was w’rong by hearing 
the bed shake in the room above, 
and on going up stairs found the 
girl in a spasm, her eyes set and 
turned in her head, her limbs rigid 
and death apparently near. 
Mr. 
McFarland being called,, immedi­ 
ately went for a physician, but 
when this was spoken of the un­ 
fortunate girl was heard say with 
difficulty, “No, no,’* and without 
any change or relief she died at 2 
o'clock Monday morning, before 
the arrival of Dr. Henderson and 
the return of McFarland. 
A small 
vial of aconite, which was found 
covered up on the stand, revealed 
the probable cause of death to the 
poor ghostly victim who was haunt­ 
ed to death through fear of ex­ 
posure and conviction, ®r the dread 
of public trial for a crime of which 
she stood accused.

Some Facts About Pneumonia. 


The lungs are covered on the outside 
by a membrane that secretes a thin 
fluid, which prevents a hurtful friction 
of the lungs and chest against each 
other. 
Inflammation of this membrane 
is pleurisy, 
The bronchial tubes of the 
lungs are lined with a membrane that 
secretes a somewhat thicker fluid, by 
which these tubes are kept moist. 
Its 
inflammation is bronchitis. 
The air 
cells of the lungs have no such mem­ 
brane ; pneumonia is au inflammation of 
the adjoining lung substance. 
In pneumonia a fluid exudes into the 
air cells from the congested blood-ves­ 
sels, and solidifies there, thus prevent­ 
ing all access of air to them. 
This in­ 
flammation is at first generally confined 
to a single point, whence it extends 
through 9 single lobe. 
From this it 
may extend successfully to other lobes, 
or even to the other lung. 
It will he 
remembered that the right lung has 
three lobes, and the left two. 
Hence 
acute pneumonia is called lobar pneu­ 
monia. 
Pneumonia may be primary or secon­ 
dary. 
It 
is secondary when due to 
some other diesase, as measles, typhoid 
fever, scarlatina, acute rheumatism, pu­ 
erperal fever, gangrene of the mouth 
(in children), scurvy, Bright’s disease, 
bronchitis, etc. 
Prim ary, acute, or lobar pneumonia 
is sudden in its onset, and is generally 
ushered in with a chill, followed soon 
with a pain, sometimes severe, at or 
near the nipple. 
Usually, but not al­ 
ways, there is a cough, with little expec­ 
toration at first, but which at length be­ 
comes adhesive and red, like iron rust. 
The appearance of this colored expecto­ 
ration fully settles the character of the 
disease. 
There is, of oourse, fever, 
with increasing frequency and difficulty 
of breathing. 
A sudden rise in tem ­ 
perature later shows that the disease 
has extended to another lobe. 
In the vigorous the disease tends to 
spontaneous 
recovery. 
In children, 
the old, the debilitated generally, it is 
more dangerous. 
Still, 
a man of 
eighty-two recovered from a second at­ 
tack, during which all portions of both 
lungs were successively invaded. 
A 
case is recorded in which the person 
had fifteen attacks in eleven years. 
Another had twenty-eight attacks! 
The disease h is three 
stages; the 
first, that of congestion and inflamma­ 
tion of the lung substance, and of ex­ 
udation of fluid into the air cells; sec­ 
ond, that of solidification; the third, 
the liquefaction and absorption of this 
solid matter in favorable cases, of its 
suppuration in unfavorable.—Youth’s 
Companion.

There is a fascination to some of us 
about first things and last things.

temus W ard’s last joke. 
Here it is, as 
told by a naval oftber, Admiral De- 
Rohan : 
“I was at Radford’s Hotel, Southamp­ 
ton. England, one night in 1866, when 
the landlady came to me and said: 
‘Admiral, there is an American upstairs 
very sick, 
and I am afraid he is going 
to die. 
‘Can’t you go and see him? 
‘Madam,’ I replied, ‘here is my supper, 
all hot, and a friend to take it with me; 
I can’t see all the Americans who wdut 
to come to Southampton to die. Who is 
he?’ 
'Oh, sir,’ she 
added, ‘he is a 
w riter—Mr. Browne; he is Hartemus 
Ward, the comio writer.’ 
“ I had never known Ward, but I 
went up-stairs, and th erj I found Mr. 
Hingston, W ard’s 
business agent. 
1 
stepped np to the bed, and there I saw 
the long thin aquiline nose, and the re­ 
markably clear blue eyes of Artemus 
W ard for the first time. 
His face was 
tliin and bleached, and he was a mere 
string of bones from head to foot. 
I 
leaned over him and reached my hand 
under the cover and took his hand. Said 
I: 
‘Browne, I am one of your country­ 
men, and have come to see if I can do 
anything for yon.’ 
He made a move­ 
ment with his lips as if to speak, but 
could not articulate; yet that pair of 
grey eyes, without any fear in them, 
followed me around intelligibly. 
I saw 
that he had but a few hours to live. 
‘What doctor have you here?’ I asked. 
Hingston 
told 
me, 
and 
I 
said: 
‘That 
is not 
the 
best doctor 
in 
Southam pton; I will send m r doctor 
down, and seo if anything can be done.’ 
The doctor came, but shook his head in 
a moment. 
‘He is past help,’ said the 
doctor; ‘the best I can do for him is tc 
take care of his brain, which is still 
alive, and I will give him somo sedative, 
that his closing moments may be as ea­ 
sy as possible.’ That seilative was to be 
admitistered at certain intervals, and 
Mr. Hingston being very tired asked 
me if I would sit up with Artemus 
W ard and give him his doses every two 
hours or so. 
1 had given him one or 
two doses, 
and w hen I came to the 
third, said: 
'Now\ Browne, here 
in 
your medicine which the doctor has left 
for you. It is time to take it like a man.’ 
There was a little catch in his crescent 
shaped nose, and without any tremor or 
fear his pair of bine eyes rolled" up to 
my face, and then he mado the words 
with 
his 
lips just audibly: 
‘Can’t 
you take it for roe?’ 
I suppose that 
was the last joke he ever made, and 
traces of a smile aocompanicd it.” 
He died shortly afterward. 
James Parton, in closing an article 
aliont this man, says: 
“I thought I ought not to conclude 
this article without letting the reader 
know why this bright and genial spirit 
is no longer here to add to the world’s 
amusement. 
Well, this wa* tne reason : 
Wherever he lectured, whether in New 
England, California or London, there 
was sure to be a knot of young fellows 
to gather around him, and go home with 
him to his hotel, order supper, and 
spend half the night in telling storms 
and singing songs. 
To any man this 
will be fatal in time; but when th« 
nightly carouse follows an evening’s 
performance before an audience, and if 
suoceeded by a railway journey the n**xl 
day, the waste of vitality is fearfully 
rapid. 
Five years of such a life finished 
poor Charles Browne. 
He died in Lon­ 
don in 1867, aged thirty-three years, 
and he now lies buried at the home of 
his childhood, in Maine. 
“He was not a deep drinker. 
He 
was not a man of strong appetites. 
It 
was the nights wasted in conviviality 
which his system needed for sleep, that 
sent him to his grave forty years before 
his time. 
For men of his profession 
and character, for all editors, literary 
men and artists, there is only one safe­ 
ty—tee-tot&lism. 
He should have tak­ 
en the a<lvice of the stage driver, to 
whom he offered some whiskey; and I 
commend it strongly to the countless 
hosts who see this paper every week; 
‘I don’t drink—I won’t drink! 
And I 
don’t like to see anybody 
driuk. 
I’m of the opinion of those mountains 
—keep your top cool! 
They're 
got 
snow, and I ’ve got brains—that’s all 
the difference.’ ”

* No one^has ever been able to tell why 
one side of a street should be better for 
business purposes than the other side, 
but it is a fact, nevertheless. 
In New 
York the west side of the streets run­ 
ning north and south, and south side of 
the streets running east and west, seem 
to be the favorites. 
The chief items in the list of exports 
from Mexico during the last year w ere: 
Silver in all forms, $82,300,000; gold, 
$927,000; 
henequen, 
$4,000,000; 
Woods, $2,000,000; hides, $1,700,000; 
and coffee, $1,500,000, a large increase 
over the exports of recent years in all 
items except that of coffee. 
Considerable increase in the m ortal­ 
ity from cancer in Great Britain dur­ 
ing the past 30 years is shown by the 
forty-third annual report of tho E n­ 
glish Registrar General. 
In the 
10 
years 1860-69 there were 80,040 deaths 
from the disease, and the annual in­ 
crease was 248. 
During 1870-79 the 
number of deaths from cancer was 111,- 
301, and the average increase 320. 
Thus, in 1850-59 the increase was about 
2,000, in 1860-69 it was 2,400, 
and in 
1870-79 was 3,200. 
Cholera is relying to some extent on 
the fact that people do not keep their 
“ modern conveniences” clean. Where- 
evor there are “modern conveniences’* 
there is more or less nastiness. There is 
scarcely any creature more filthy than a 
human being. 
A human being, if not 
allowed to be nasty and slovenly, gets 
sick at heart and its health declines as 
surely, though not so rapidly, as if it 
had taken the cholera. 
A singular 
production called “the 
sorrowful tree” grows on the island of 
Goa, near Bombay. 
It is so called be­ 
cause it blooms only in the night 
At 
sunset no flowers are to be seon, but 
half an hour later the tree is full of 
them 
They yield a sweet odor, but 
when 
the sun begins to shine upon 
them they either fall off or closo up, 
and thus it oontinues flowering in the 
night daring the whole year. 
The completion of the Mackay-Ben- 
nett cable makes the total length of 
submarine cable, according to the Elec­ 
trician, about 
sixty eight thousand 
miles. 
Each cable contains an average 
of forty strands of wire, so that alto­ 
gether there are over two and a half 
million miles of wire need in their con­ 
struction, or ten times the distance 
from the earth to the moon. 
Flax culture has so far diminished 
m Ireland that but little more than one- 
third the number of acres is now under 
cultivation that was cultivated twenty 
years ago. 
There has also Leon a fall­ 
ing off of the importation in the last 
four years, though the power looms iu 
use have increased. 
About nine-tenths 
of all the flax grown in Ireland is grown 
in the northern province of Ulster.

The total length of line is 
seventy-two miles—single track and the 
narrow three-feet gauge. 
Between E»- 
cuintla and Palm, a distance of nine­ 
teen miles, the road rises over 3,000 feet: 
the total rise between Ban Jose and 
Guatemala i.s Within a few feet of 5,0 K). 
The entire rolling stock was imported 
from the United Btatee. 
A private in an English infantry reg­ 
iment receives 25 cents a day; a lancer 
oornoral, 31 cents; corporal, 41 cents; 
lancer sergeant, 50 cents; sergeant, 58 
cents; color sergeant, 72 cents, 
and 
quarterm aster sergeant, 
$1. 
These 
rates are subject to the following de­ 
ductions, viz.: 
One cent a day for 
washing, and six cents a day for grocer­ 
ies and vegetables. 
These consist of 
tea, coffee, sugar, potatoes and green 
vegetable. 
After these deductions, 
then, the pay o( a linesman is 17 cent* 
a day, but, as he has to provi lebia own 
underclothing, a further deduction of 
two cents daily is made, thus reducing 
his actual pay to 15 cents. 
The pay of 
the privates in the famous Coldstream 
Guards averages only about 1<J j>er cent, 
in advance of these rates, with equal 
deductions for messing and washing.

I found in it two full- 
grown herrings, one large whiting, one 
codling, seven flounders, one small sole, 
and one small skate, all newly swal­ 
lowed. 
From the mouth of the whiting 
a large live worm issued. Besides these 
there were half-digested remains 
of 
other fish, chiefly flounders. 
All the 
large mouthed fishes are curiously vo­ 
racious and usually cannibals. 
I have 
seen a small eel swallow a still smaller 
eel, head first, the tail half of the sw al­ 
lowed firsh proji'cting from the mouth 
of the swallower, and moving for some 
hours. 
The 
swallowing thenceforth 
proceeded very slowly, evidentally ac­ 
cording to the rate of digestion of the 
part that had reached the stomach, as 
some days elapsed before the tail of the 
swallowed fish disappeared. 
To show 
the mouth capacity of some fishes take 
two John Dory* of equal size; open the 
mouth of one to its full capacity, and it 
will lie found large enough to take in 
the whole of the second fish.—The 
Gentleman’s Magazine.

Among the Oranges. 


Correspondence of the Troy Budget 
The orange tree is hardy and lives for 
many years. 
One still healthy, some­ 
where in the Orient, is said to be over 
2,IKK) years old. 
Frost does not kill 
the trees only the fruit. 
Trees com­ 
mence to bear much more plentifully 
each year until 3,000 or more oranges 
are raised on a single tree m a single 
year. 
When first picked the oranges 
are put on racks to remain there nntil 
the moisture is dried from the skin. 
Each orange, before being boxed, is 
wrapped in a piece of paper, the wrap­ 
per acting as an absorbent of moisture 
and keeping the moist skins of the or­ 
anges from coming in contact with each 
other. 
Many |>eople who goto Florida 
see oranges on the trees that line many of 
the s tru ts in the largest places, as well 
as unpicked trees in groves. 
Hence 
they infer that oranges are so cheap as 
not to l»e worth the {licking and lioxing 
to sell. That’s a mistake. The oranges so 
seen are bitter and sour oranges and not 
such as are sold. 
They are left for use 
when wanted for orangeade or punch, 
as well as for ornament Jto the grounds 
Boys don’t “go for” bitter or sour 
oranges, hence they are allowed to re 
main on the trees. 
In its original state 
the orange was probably bitter or sour, 
and the delicious flavor of the sweet 
orange came in by cultivation. 
It is a 
common sight to see the ripe orange, 
the green orange and masses of orange 
flowers all on the tree at the same time. 
The ripe orange will remain on the 
tree fora year or more without picking, 
and many leav« a few oranges on the 
trees to be picked as wanted. 
The or­ 
ange, by remaining unpicked, becomes 
more dry and stringy, but when the 
next year’s fruit begins to be perfected 
the old orange fills up again with new 
juices and becomes nearly as good a* 
the new fruit.
